Cancer is not con tined fo Hie human 
race only, it is found, too. in lower 
animals; for instance, the dog eeexns 
to lead in point of frequency of cancer 
Even certain 
growths in 
plants as 
crown-galls, are considered by forne 
as cancerous tumors. 
In human be 
mgs, canc er increase seems to be iii 
direct relation with civilization; that 
is. mull in primeval condition with Hic 
simple lite which differs very little 
from that of the animal, poems to he 
far less susceptible to malignant turn 
ors than the man higher up in civiliza­ 
tion.
